A new explanation has been sent out of the high 
price of gasoline. The refining process is causing the ac­ 
cumulation of great quantities of kerosene which cannot 
he sold. Hence, the gasoline yield of 20 to 40 per cent 
must provide* the whole profit and the kerosene must be 
sold at a loss. T h e explanation is plausible except for the 
fact that the kerosene as well as the gasoline probably 
yields a profit to tin* refiners. At any rate, increased oil 
dividends have recently been announced in several cases.

abroad and 
since freights are very liitrli and boats hard to get, this 
trade is being appreciably interfered with. (Sasoline, on 
the other hand, finds purchasers faster than it can be 
made, aud every effort is being put forth to increase the 
gasoline output iii the distillation process.
